Council Meet 
Old Mon River 
Planning Commission 

Director J. E. Hartley and As¬ 
sociate Planner T. Maftechuk of 
the Old Man River Hanning Com¬ 
mission of Lethbridge, attended 
Coleman council meeting Wednes¬ 
day night and presented the town 
with an analysis of the survey of 
a general plan for Coleman. 

The two representatives ably de¬ 
scribed the recommendations as 
shown in the plan for the future 
expansion of Coleman. The plan 
covered relocation of business, re¬ 
sidential, industrial and recreation 
areas to avoid many problems 
that will be encountered by a pop¬ 
ulation explosion over the years 
to come. 

Some of the highlights of the 
plan included demolishing old resi¬ 
dential districts to make way for 
new, modern business districts and 
recreation areas. Relocation of 
homes would centre mainly north 
of the present Highway 3. 

A series of three meetings is 
being planned for November when 
council and the Old Man River 
Planning Commission will g o 
through the general plan presented 
in detail.

The car flipped 
over on its roof, a total wreck.

William Isbister and Bruce 
Ramsay of the Department of 
Municipal Affairs of Edmonton, 
met with Coleman council Tues¬ 
day to discuss the feasibility of a 
metro government or possible 
county system to embrace the 
Crows Nest Pass.

Mr. Isbister pointed out that 
some day the Pass may want a 
college or technical school to serve 
the area and the district would 
hve a better chance of getting one 
if the area was incorporated into 
a large district with a large as¬ 
sessment.

Game Regulations 
For Private 
Pheasant Hunting 

The Hon. H. A. Ruste, Minister 
of Lands and Forests, announces 
that Game Regulations, designed 
for the control of private pheasant 
hunting in Alberta, were passed 
by Order-in-Council dated Septem¬ 
ber 21st, 1965. 

Patterned after established regu¬ 
lations that provide for the oper¬ 
ation of private game bird farms, 
the new regulations permit the is¬ 
sue of licences for controlled 
shooting of pen reared pheasants, 
released for hunting on private 
lands. 

The regulations set an annual 
licence fee of $100 and detail oth¬ 
er measures designed for the ord¬ 
erly development of this form of 
hunting in Alberta. 

An applicant is required to be a 
resident of the province and must 
provide not less than 160 acres 
and not more than 640 acres of 
land in one parcel for use as a 
controlled shooting ground. Rules 
for posting land so used and for 
controlling the proximity of one 
game bird farm to another are 
specified. Dimensions, materials 
and capacity of bird rearing pens 
are provided. Rules for bird ident¬ 
ification, poultry disease inspect¬ 
ion and records of birds shot are 
laid down. 

The reglations prohibit shooting 
pheasants on private pheasant 
hunting grounds on Sunday and 
limit the hours of shooting to the 
standard bird hunting period, one- 
half hour before sunrise to one- 
half hour after sunset. Patrons of 
controlled shooting grounds are 
not required to have an Alberta 
Bird Game licence.

sion, which has grown to such an 
extent that the National Blood 
Transfusion Centres are faced with 
the constant problem of maintain¬ 
ing vital blood supplies to the hos¬ 
pitals. Just imagine — nearly two 
blood transfusions are given every 
minute of the day and night 
throughout the year over the whole 
country.

Motor Vehicle 
Registration 

The Hon. Gordon E. Taylor, the 
Minister of Highways, has issued 
a reminder to applicants for motor 
vehicle registration that the ques¬ 
tion “Do you have the necessary 
insurance coverage?” must be an¬ 
swered ‘Yes’ or ‘No’. Failure to 
answer this question will result in 
rejection of application. 

Any person who makes an ap¬ 
plication for a motor vehicle reg¬ 
istration declaring that he has in¬ 
surance, when in fact there is no 
insurance is liable to a penalty of 
<500, the minister said. 

Those who purchase a ‘green’ 
certificate by making a contribu¬ 
tion to the Claims Fund are re¬ 
minded that there is absolutely no 
liability protection provided. The 
green’ certificate does not pro¬ 
vide insurance coverage. 

Police checks are again being f 
intensified and when stopped by j 
patrols, drivers will be asked U> 
produce: 

(a) operators license; 

(b) vehicle registration certifi¬ 
cate and 

(c) "Pink" card or in the al¬ 
ternative a "green" certifi¬ 
cate. 

Drivers should have these docu¬ 
ments ready to produce when re¬ 
quested by the Peace Officer. This 
will avoid unnecessary delay or 
the possibility of having a sum¬ 
mons issued for failing to produce 
any one of these documents.

Jury Rules 
"Accidental Death" 

Accidental death with no blame 
attached was the verdict returned 
by a coroner’s jury investigating 
the September 22nd mine accident 
death of Kenneth Larry Root of 
Blairmore in the Coleman Collier¬ 
ies Vicary Creek mine. 

A recommendation was also 
made by the jury, under direction 
of Coroner F. S. Radford, that a 
Safety Inspection committee be 
appointed. 

The inquest was in Blairmore 
court house September 30th. 

The jury comprised foreman 
Lome Ohrystal, Cliff Letcher, Dan¬ 
iel Oocciolone, Gordon Naegli, Ben 
Fontana and Edmond Loftstrand. 
Representing the Mines Branch 
were District Inspector I. N. Pot¬ 
ter of Lethbridge and John Dut¬ 
ton of Edmonton. 

Dr. Victor Martinez of Coleman, 
who examined the deceased, stated 
that death was due to suffocation. 
There were no major internal in¬ 
juries and no major chest damage. 

A plan of the mine area was 
provided by mines surveyor John 
Kinnear and evidence was given 
by Ernest Lawrence, a fire boss; 
Fred Varga, a miner; Sam San- 
dulak, a timber packer; Louis Hu- 
cik, a fire boss, and Peter Mer- 
oniuk, a mine safety committee 
member. 

Evidence given indicated that 
Root and his partner Sam Sandu- 
lak were hoisting timber to min¬ 
ers working in an area of 56 chute. 
The pair were removing a check- 
board across a chute to move it 
an another spot. The check board 
was nailed to upright timber props 
on both sides of the chute. 

The pair had used a ‘tugger’ 
(small air hoist to haul props 
and timber from the entry to the 
miners’ uipohute), to try to jerk 
the check board loose. Sandulak 
was operating the ‘tugger’ and 
Root was standing near the check 
board. Sandulak said he gave one 
tug with the hoist then he saw 
something falling and hollered to 
Root to “look out”. Sandulak was 
knocked over and when he re¬ 
gained his feet and looked around, 
the area was buried under coal. 
He started to look for Root and got 
help from other mine workers. 

Root was found about a half hour 
later buried under coal. It is esti¬ 
mated about 20 to 25 tons of coal 
came off of the rib of the mine 
tunnel. 

Root, 18 years of age, had only 
worked in the mine for several 
weeks. Besides his parents Mr. 
and Mrs. Ray Root of Blairmore, 
he is survived by four brothers 
and one sister. 

Funeral services for the late 
Kenneth Root were held on Satur¬ 
day, September 25th at 9 am 
with Requiem High Mass <*]*!

Church in Blairmore. Interment 
followed in the Bellevue Catholic 
cemetery. Prayers were said in 
Fantin’s Hillisde Chapel on Fri¬ 
day evening at 7 o’clock.
